Travel rules 
change for 
crossing the 
border 

On June 1, travel 
regulations will change and 
American citizens crossing U. 
S. land and sea borders must 
have documents that comply 
with the Western Hemisphere 
Travel Initiative (WHTI) rules 
. This means thatU.S. citizens 
will be required to present a 
government-approved docu 
ment, one that proves both c 
itizenship and identity, when 
entering the U.S. from 
Canada, Mexico, the 
Caribbean or Bermuda. 
The Department of State 

recommends that travelers 
apply for WHTI-compliant 
documents as soon as possible. 
The U.S. Passport 

Book and the U.S. Passport 
Card are the premiere 
documents that denote both 
citizenship and identity. For 
a list of other government- 
approved documents, visit 
www.getyouhome.gov. 
The U.S. Passport Card is a 
wallet-sized document desig 
ned specifically to work with 
new systems being installed 
at land border crossings to 
help make inspections a 
breeze. 

A Passport Card 
costs $45 for an adult 
and $35 for a child under the 
age of 16. When applied for 
by a previous passport 
holder, age 16 or older that is 
eligible for renewal, the 
Passport Card costs $20. 
The Passport Card is 
valid only for entry to the 
United States at land border 
crossings and sea ports of 
entry when traveling 

from Mexico, Canada, the 
Caribbean region and 
Bermuda. It is not valid f 
or international air travel. 
Information on how and 
where to apply for a U.S. Pass 
port Card is available at www. 
travel.state.gov.

Stress tests show some 
banks need more funds

WASHINGTON (AP)—Some 
of the largest U.S. banks will 
be scrambling to demonstrate 
that they can raise capital after 
results of government stress 
tests leaked out, showing 
many need more funds. The 
Treasury Department will 
officially release results later 
Thursday. The tests were 
designed to gauge whether any 
of America’s 19 largest banks 
would need more capital to 
survive a deeper recession. It 
turns out many of the banks do: 
Wells Fargo & Co., Citigroup 
Inc. and Bank of America 
Corp. all need billions more 
capital, regulators have told 
them. 

The public nature of the 
assessments and Thursday’s 
planned announcement raised 
questions among some critics 
about whether the findings 
will reflect the banks’ actual 
conditions. 


The tests put banks through two 
scenarios: one that reflected 
expectations about the current 
recession and another that 
envisioned a recession deeper 
than what analysts predict. 
Citigroup will need to raise 
about $5 billion, according to 
a government official briefed 
on the results who spoke on 
the condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized 
to discuss the matter. Earlier 
news reports had put that dollar 
figure closer to $10 billion. 
Regions Financial Corp. will 
also need to raise more money, 
according to people briefed on 
the results, as will Bank of 
America and Wells Fargo. 
Bank of America stock rose 
Wednesday after reports that 
the Charlotte, North Carolina- 
based company would need 
to collect $34 billion in 
additional capital. The New 
York Times and Wall Street 
Journal reported the figure. 
The Journal cited unidentified 


people familiar with the 
situation, while the Times 
quoted a bank executive. 

Wells Fargo needs between 
$13 billion and $15 billion, 
according to Times and Journal 
reports Thursday. GMAC, the 
lending arm of beleaguered 
automaker General Motors 
Corp., is said to need $11.5 
billion. Morgan Stanley is 
looking at between a $1 
billion and $2 billion shortfall, 
according to the Times. 

In all, the Journal said at least 
seven of the banks will need 
a combined $65 billion. The 
entire group that is deemed 
to need more capital will 
require less than $100 billion 
combined, according to the 
Times. 

Despite being included in the 
Journal’s tally, State Street 
is not being required to raise 
more capital after completing 
its stress test, a person familiar 
with the matter said Thursday.

TBILISI, Georgia (AP) — Georgia’s monthlong opposition 
protests entered a new and dangerous phase Thursday after 
demonstrators clashed with police, raising the odds that 
Georgia’s third post-Soviet leader would be forced from power 
like his predecessors. 

President Mikhail Saakashvili faced down a mutiny by a tank 
battalion stationed near the capital Tuesday, only to see an angry 
crowd charge police headquarters in a bloody confrontation the 
following day. 

Several thousand peaceful protesters gathered outside parliament 
Thursday demanding his ouster, and the battle of wills between 
the headstrong president and many of his former supporters 
seemed far from over. An opposition leader said the protests 
would get “tougher” and announced plans for a major rally 
Saturday. 

Georgians rallied behind Saakashvili after Russian tanks pushed 
into their country last August, but his popularity has plummeted 
in the months since.

Financial stocks were mixed 
ahead of the government 
report cards. The tests are 
at the crux of the Obama 
administration’s plan to 
fortify the financial system. 
The market rallied this week 
ahead of the results, despite 
some initial concerns that the 
tests would show more pain in 
the industry. 

Shares of Citigroup Inc. 
dipped 7 cents to $3.79 in 
Thursday afternoon trading, 
while Bank of America Corp. 
added 52 cents, or 4.1 percent, 
to $13.21. Regions Financial 
fell 68 cents, or 11.7 percent, 
to $5.15, while Wells Fargo 
dropped $2.50, or 9.3 percent, 
to $24.34. 

Stress tests have long been 
a part of the bank regulation 
system. They help regulators 
decide how to supervise and 
aid banks in deciding how 
to limit their risk. But those 
conversations between banks 
and regulators normally take 
place behind closed doors. 

In recent weeks, the 


government’s unprecedented 
decision to publicly release 
bank-test results has fanned 
speculation, with analysts 
predicting the findings and 
investors staking out trading 
positions. 

Critics are concerned that 
all the attention could make 
the tests much less effective. 
They say regulators seem so 
intent on maintaining public 
confidence in the banks that 
the results will have to say the 
banks are basically healthy. 
Officials have said they 
will not let any of the 19 
institutions fold. That makes it 
almost impossible for them to 
say anything about a bank that 
would threaten its survival, 
since a flight by investors 
could force the government to 
step in with additional bailout 
money — something the 
Treasury Department hopes 
to avoid. “There is a real 
question as to the legitimacy 
of these results,” said Jason 
O’Donnell, senior analyst at 
Boenning & Scattergood Inc. 
The stress tests are a key part 
of the Obama administration’s 
plan to stabilize the financial 


industry. 

The tests estimated how 
much value the banks’ loans 
would lose as consumers and 
businesses faced more trouble 
repaying loans. 

The first test scenario 
envisioned unemployment 
reaching 8.8 percent in 2010 
and housing prices dropping 
another 14 percent this 
year. The second imagined 
unemployment rising to 10.3 
percent next year and homes 
losing another 22 percent of 
their value this year. 

But economic assumptions 
have changed since the tests 
were designed in February. 
Unemployment already has 
surpassed the 8.4 percent the 
test’s first scenario predicts 
for 2009, which leaves some 
analysts wondering whether 
the tests were harsh enough. 
“Everything’s still up in the 
air,” said independent banking 
consultant Bert Ely. “People 
think this is the be all, end all. 
But just because a bank looks 
good today doesn’t mean it’s 
going to look as strong six 
months from now.”

banks to keep their capital 
reserve ratios above a certain 
level so they can continue 
lending even if the economic 
picture darkens. 

The banks that need more 
capital will have until June 
8 to come up with a plan to 
raise the additional resources 
and have the plan approved by 
their regulators, officials said 
Wednesday. 


Banks will have several 
options for increasing their 
capital. Some will be able to 
close the gap by converting 
the government’s debt into 
common stock. Others will 
have six months to attempt 
to raise money from private 
investors. If they cannot do it, 
the government will provide 
money from its $700 billion 
financial system bailout.

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Supreme Court denies Demjanjuk’s deportation plea

CLEVELAND (AP) — 
Alleged Nazi death camp 
guard John Demjanjuk lost 
his bid Thursday to get 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
to stop his deportation to 
Germany, where an arrest 
warrant accuses him of 
29,000 counts of accessory 
to murder during World War 
II. 

Justice John Paul Stevens 
denied, without comment, 
Demjanjuk’s plea to step into 
his case. The 89-year-old 
retired autoworker lives in 
suburban Cleveland, and he, 
his family and his lawyers 
say he’s in poor health and 
too frail to be sent overseas. 
Demjanjuk maintains he 
was held by the Germans as 
a Soviet prisoner of war and 
was never a camp guard. 
With his U.S. options 
dwindling, Demjanjuk’s 
attorney in Germany made a 
separate appeal Thursday to 
a German court to block the 
deportation. 

There was no immediate 
indication from Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
whether the agency would 
move promptly to deport the 
Ukrainian-born Demjanjuk. 
Messages seeking comment 
were left with an agency 
spokesman. 

John Demjanjuk Jr. gave no 
indication in an e-mail to 
The Associated Press of any 
further appeal planned on 
his father’s behalf. 

“After nearly killing him 
in combat as a Soviet 
soldier and Ukrainian POW 
(prisoner of war), it appears 
Germany will now be 
responsible to care for him 
in a nursing home for the 
remainder of his life — if he 
survives the transportation,” 
he wrote. 

There was no immediate 
comment on Stevens’ 
decision from Demjanjuk’s 
attorney, John Broadley. A 
message was left for him. 
The Department of Justice 
said it was working on the 


case but would not specify 
any deportation schedule. 
“The U.S. government 
will continue to work 
in cooperation with the 
Government of Germany 
to affect the removal of Mr. 
Demjanjuk to Germany,” 
spokeswoman Laura 

Sweeney said in an e-mail. 
Demjanjuk was carried from 
his house in a wheelchair 
by immigration officers on 
April 14, and within hours 
his attorney won a reprieve 
from an appeals court. 
The three-judge panel in 
Cincinnati cleared the way 
for his deportation last week, 
and Demjanjuk’s attorney 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court on Wednesday. 

The two sides offered 
dueling videos — the 
family’s showing Demjanjuk 
moaning in apparent pain 
as an immigration doctor 
examined him before the 
deportation attempt. 

The government responded 
with a surveillance video 
showing Demjanjuk walking 


slowly but unassisted. 

A Berlin administrative 
court on Wednesday rejected 
an emergency lawsuit filed 
by Demjanjuk last week 
arguing that the German 
government should rescind 
its agreement to accept him 
from the U.S. 

Demjanjuk is wanted on a 
Munich arrest warrant that 
accuses him of being an 
accessory to murders at the 
Sobibor death camp in Nazi- 
occupied Poland as a guard. 
Demjanjuk attorney Ulrich 
Busch told the AP in a 
telephone interview from 
his office in Ratingen, near 
Duesseldorf, that Germany 
should say it will not take 
Demjanjuk for humanitarian 
reasons. 

“If the Germans accept him 
for deportation, he loses his 
family, he loses his house, he 
loses his rights in the States; 
he loses everything,” Busch 
said. “And he will never be 
allowed to come back.”

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Democrats give Specter Judiciary subcommittee chair

WASHINGTON-Republican- 
turned-Democratic Sen. Arlen 
Specter gained a Judiciary 
subcommittee chairmanship 
but also a potential primary 
challenger Thursday, the latest 
twists in a turbulent episode of 
party switching. 

The good news-bad news day 
for Specter didn’t stop there. 
Former Pennsylvania Gov. 
Tom Ridge announced he 
would not challenge Specter 
next year. Ridge, a moderate 
Republican and the first 


homeland security chief, 
had been running about 
even against Specter in a 
hypothetical general election 
race, according to a recent 
poll. 

“My desire and intention is to 
help my party craft solutions 
that both sides of the aisle can 
embrace,” said Ridge, whose 
decision eliminates one major 
challenge to Specter. 

In the primary, however, 
Specter may face Democratic 
Rep. Joe Sestak, a former 
Navy vice admiral from the 
Philadelphia suburbs. In an 
interview with The Associated 


Press, Sestak said he’s 
seriously considering taking 
on the 79-year-old Specter, 
who will be seeking a sixth 
term. “The Democratic political 
establishment reached into the 
GOP establishment to give us 
the Democratic candidate for 
the future,” said Sestak, 57. 
“It’s not theirs to make, it’s 
ours to make,” Sestak added 
of the choice for who serves 
in that seat. “It’s not what we 
came to Washington to do is 
tell Pennsylvanians what they 
are to do in their Democratic 
choices.”

on hand; Sestak has more than 
$3 million. 

Faced with a looming political 
threat, Specter picked up some 
Senate clout. 

Majority Whip Dick Durbin, 
D-I1L, said he would give 
up his chairmanship of the 
Judiciary Crime and Drugs 
subcommittee in exchange for 
becoming chairman of a panel 
on human rights. The move, 
he said, would “best utilize 
Senator Specter’s talents and 
experience in our caucus.” 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Patrick Leahy, D- 


Vt., indicated later that the 
deal was not final because the 
details on the human rights 
panel had to be worked out. 
But Durbin said the Specter 
chairmanship was not in 
doubt. 

Specter said he appreciated 
the gesture and offered a 
telling observation about the 
never-dull Senate. 

“This is a territorial place,” 
he told reporters. He would 
not commit to voting with 
Democrats. 

The musical chairs of 
subcommittee chairmanships 
were designed to stem the 
fallout in the days since Specter 
switched to the Democratic 
Party last week. Democrats 
on Tuesday failed to honor 
Specter’s 28 years of Senate 
seniority he accumulated as a 
Republican before switching. 
Since becoming a Democrat, 
Specter has been at odds with 
his new party, voting against 
the Democratic-backed 

budget, expressing opposition 
to a government option on 
health care overhaul and 
maintaining his opposition 
to a bill that would make it 
easier for unions to organize. 
Democrats also questioned his 
support for Republican Norm 
Coleman over A1 Franken 
in the unresolved Minnesota 
Senate race.

More fire crews were called 
in from around California to 
battle the blaze. 

Ten firefighters were injured, 
at least three seriously, and 
the number of evacuees could 
double later in the day. 

“We really can’t do any 
containment lines. It’s too 
dangerous,” Santa Barbara 
County fire Capt. David 
Sadecki said. “We’re doing 
some structure protection, but 
firefighters can be in a safe 
location one minute and in a 
dangerous situation the next.” 
While the morning was cool 
and breezy, temperatures were 
expected to top 100 degrees 
and winds picking up through 
the day could gust up to 50 
mph. Those were the same 
conditions that drove the tame 
blaze into ferocious activity 
Wednesday afternoon. 

“Today is a concern to us,” 
Sadecki said. “It could be a 
mirror of yesterday.” 
Schwarzenegger, who 


declared a state of emergency, 
said dozens of homes were 
destroyed but authorities 
had no precise figure. The 
flames hopscotched across the 
mansions and other canyon 
homes, burning some while 
sparing others. 

A seaside city of 90,000 about 


100 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara rises 
rapidly from the coastline on 
the south to the foothills of 
the Santa Ynez Mountains 
in the north. It dates to the 
Spanish colonial era, features 
numerous multimillion-dollar 
homes and is a major tourist 


destination. 

The city’s location gives it 
some of the best weather in 
the world. However, the hills 
that offer panoramic views to 
homeowners also make the 
area subject to “sundowners” 
— strong winds that in the 
afternoon and evening blow 


downslope through passes 
and canyons of the mountain 
range and offshore. 

Less than six months ago a 
fire destroyed more than 200 
homes in Santa Barbara and 
neighboring Montecito. 

About 1,400 firefighters were 
on the lines, along with state 
prison inmates. Water- and fire 
retardant-dropping aircraft 
attacked the flames. 

“They are trying to hit as many 
hot spots as they can creeping 
around homes,” city fire Capt. 
Mike De Ponce said. 
SantaBarbaraCounty Sheriff’s 
Department spokesman Drew 
Sugars said 5,430 homes were 
under mandatory evacuation. 
The estimated population 
of those homes was 13,575 
people, he said. Another 
13,000 were warned they may 
need to evacuate. 

Some of the initial evacuees 
were allowed to return to their 
homes early Thursday, the 
county said in a news release, 
but officials had no estimate 
of how many people were 
affected.

BOGOTA (AP) — Colombia 


invited a leader of Kosovo’s 
independence war for a 
conference on demobilizing 


guerrilla movements then 
expelled him based on an 
Interpol warrant issued 
at Serbia’s request, the 
government said Thursday. 
“It’s just another attempt from 
Serbia to undermine Kosovo 
as a state and portray me as a 
war criminal,” former Kosovo 
Prime Minister Agim Ceku 
told The Associated Press by 
phone from Paris before flying 
on to Croatia. 

“I was the hero of the 
conference,” Ceku said. 
“People were lining up to take 
photos with me and that’s what 
annoyed Serbia.” 

Serbia does not recognize the 
breakaway province of Kosovo 
as independent though at least 
58 countries have, including 
the United States and major 
European Union nations. 

Ceku said organizers of the 
conference, held in Cartagena 
on the Caribbean coast, had 


asked him to stay for longer 
than planned. Instead, he was 
detained on Wednesday, flown 
to Bogota and deported. 

The director of Colombia’s 
DAS security agency, Felipe 
Munoz, told the AP that 
Serbia sought the expulsion 
after Ceku’s arrival for 
the conference, which was 
organized by President Alvaro 
Uribe’s peace commissioner 
and attended by Uribe himself 
as well as by Guatemala’s 
president, Alvaro Colom. 

The peace commissioner, 
Frank Pearl, was asked in a 
radio interview if the incident 
wasn’t a diplomatic faux pas. 
“We didn’t invite anyone to 
expel them,” he said. “He 
didn’t have a Ted notice’ when 
he was invited and didn’t have 
a Ted notice’ when he arrived 
in Colombia.” 

The Interpol-issued notices 
alert member nations that a 


person is wanted for possible 
extradition but does not 
force them to arrest or expel 
the individual. Munoz said 
Colombian law compelled the 
Ceku expulsion. 

During the 1998-99 Kosovo 
war Ceku was the military 
head of the ethnic Albanian 
guerrilla Kosovo Liberation 
Army. He led the KLA’s 
transformation into a “civil 
emergency force.” Part of 
that organization later became 
the Kosovo Security Force, a 
NATO-trained, lightly armed 
force tasked with defending 
Kosovo. 

Ceku said the warrant on 
which he was expelled was 
old but reissued by Serbia this 
year. 

It was not the first time the 
apparently old warrant has 
haunted Ceku. In the past, he 
has been briefly detained by 
Slovenia and Hungary. 
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Thousands of civilians flee Pakistani war zone

MARDAN, Pakistan (AP) 

— Thousands of Pakistanis 
skirted burning military trucks 
Thursday as they fled clashes 
between Taliban militants and 
the army in the northwest, 
adding a humanitarian 
emergency to the nation’s 
daunting challenges. 

Refugees overwhelmed 
camps and hospitals to the 
south of the fighting, leading 
Pakistan’s prime minister 
to make a late-night appeal 
Thursday for international 
assistance. The International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
said fighting had cut access to 
places where civilians were 
most in need. 

The U.S. has praised the 
gathering military operation 
in the Swat Valley and 
neighboring districts 

where Taliban guerrillas 
had extended their reach 
to within 60 miles (100 
kilometers) of the Pakistani 
capital, Islamabad. Pakistan’s 
president, in Washington for 
meetings with the Obama 
administration, insists they 
can turn back a tide of rising 
militancy also threatening 
neighboring Afghanistan. 

But with some 45,000 people 
fleeing, the pro-Western 
government faces a stiff task 
to keep an already skeptical 
nation behind its security 
forces as they respond to 
U.S. pressure to uproot 
radicals. The exodus adds 
to the more than 500,000 
already displaced by fighting 
in Pakistan’s volatile border 
region with Afghanistan. 

On Thursday, several thousand 
men, women and children 

— some on foot — took 
advantage of an easing in the 
army curfew to pour through 
Swat’s main town, Mingora, 
in search of safety. 

Convoys of colorful trucks, 
cars and buses, most 
overflowing with people and 
their belongings, traveled 
hours over mountainous 
terrain to reach camps in and 
around the city of Mardan 
some 40 miles away. 

At the Tuberculosis Hospital 
in Mardan, hundreds 
jostled before overwhelmed 
volunteers to register for a tent 
and a handout of emergency 
supplies. 

Yar Mohammad, a 50-year- 


old stone mason, said he had 
“poured his blood” and his best 
years into the development of 
Swat. “And now I am seeing 
the buildings that I have 
helped to construct being 
blown up and destroyed,” he 
said, blaming both the Taliban 
and the authorities. 

Some residents complained 
that the Taliban had blocked 
their escape. 

Ayaz Khan said he loaded his 
family into his car Thursday in 
the Kanju area of Swat only to 
find rocks, boulders and tree 
trunks laid across the roads, 
forcing him to turn back. 

“I am helpless, frustrated and 
worried for my family,” he 
said. 

Military operations are taking 
place in three districts that 
stretch over some 400 square 
miles, but most of the fighting 
has been in the main town of 
Mingora, which before the 
insurgency three years ago 
was home to around 360,000 
people. 

The military claimed to have 
killed more than 80 militants 
in Swat and the neighboring 
Buner region on Wednesday. 
Officials have said nothing 
about civilian casualties. But 
those fleeing the region bore 
tales of families wiped out by 
stray shells. 

Fazl Hadi, a doctor at another 
hospital in Mardan, said 45 
civilians had been admitted 
with serious gunshot or 
shrapnel wounds in recent 
days and was bracing for 
many more. 

Among the youngest patients 


was Chaman Ara, a 12-year- 
old girl with shrapnel wedged 
in her left leg. She said she 
was wounded last week when 
a mortar shell hit the truck 
taking her family and others 
out of Buner. 

She said seven people died, 
including one of her cousins, 
and pointed to a nearby bed 
where the boy’s wounded 
mother lay prone. “We mustn’t 
tell her yet. Please don’t tell 
her,” she whispered. 

A spokeswoman for the U.N. 
refugee agency, said the world 
body has registered more than 
45,000 refugees in recent 
days. They join more than 
500,000 already driven out by 
fighting in other regions of the 
northwest over the past year 
who are already living with 
relatives or in camps. 

“We are in an emergency 
phase,” U.N. spokeswoman 
Ariane Rummery said. The 
refugee problem is “becoming 
much larger, and much more 
serious.” 

In Mingora, witnesses said 
armed militants were again 
roaming the streets Thursday, 
and that troops were launching 
artillery and airstrikes on 
Taliban targets in the area. 

An AP Television News 
cameraman saw four burnt out 
and abandoned army trucks, 
two of them still smoldering, 
on the road leading out of 
Mingora. 

Gen. Ashfaz Parvez Kayani, 
the chief of Pakistan’s army, 
said it would commit enough 
of its resources to “ensure a 
decisive ascendancy over the 


militants” in the country. 
Kayani did not say whether 
the army intended to add to the 
some 15,000 troops already in 
the valley, but a U.S. military 
official said Americans were 
“noticing movement. There is 
a reorientation of some forces 
going on toward the northwest 
from the east.” The official did 
not give his name because he 
was not authorized to speak to 


the media. 

Washington has said it wants 
to see a sustained operation 
in Swat and surrounding 
districts, mindful of earlier, 
inconclusive offensives 
elsewhere in the Afghan 
border region. Eight years after 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, 
the area remains a haven for 
al-Qaida and Taliban fighters 
blamed for spiraling violence 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
The Swat peace accord that 
provided for Islamic law in the 
region began unraveling last 
month when Taliban fighters 
moved into Buner. 

Troops were also assailing 
militants in the nearby Dir 
region. A spokesman for Sufi 
Muhammad, the hardline cleric 
who helped put together the 
peace deal, said Muhammad’s 
son died in army shelling in 
Dir late Wednesday.

Saakashvili has become 
the focus of anger over the 
aftermath of the conflict, 
which killed hundreds, drove 
tens of thousands from their 
homes and left two provinces 
under Russian control. 
Saakashvili, accused of using 
the power of the state to 
silence critics, has rejected 
the opposition demand to step 
down. He vows to remain in 
office through the end of his 
term in 2013. 

Wednesday night’s melee 
revived the sagging interest 
in the daily street protests, 
which began April 9. 
Television pictures of 
bloodied protesters seemed 
likely to raise the prospect of 
a violent showdown between 


Saakashvili and his political 
foes. 

“It’s the absolutely logical 
beginning of the final stage 
of Mr. Saakashvili’s regime,” 
said Fyodor Lukyanov, editor 
of Russia in Global Affairs 
magazine. 

He said the current protests 
were following the same 
pattern as the 2003 Rose 
Revolution that catapulted 
Saakashvili to power. He said 
that the fiery politician might 
cling to power because no 
strong leader has emerged 
among the opposition forces. 
Saakashvili was in Prague 
Thursday for a summit of the 
EU and some former Soviet 
states. 

Post-Soviet Georgia has been 
in the center of rivalry for 
regional influence between 
Russia and the United States, 


and Saakashvili’s bid to join 
NATO outraged Moscow and 
set the stage for the August 
war. 

Even if Saakashvili resigns, 
Georgia is still expected to seek 
closer integration with Europe 
and the West rather than align 
itself with Moscow. 

Ramaz Sakvarelidze, a Tbilisi- 
based independent political 
analyst, said most Georgians 
share Saakashvili’s pro- 
Western course and feel angry 
about Russian pressure. 

But Sakvarelidze said many 
Georgians have been annoyed 
that the U.S. has continued to 
support a man they say is a 
flawed president. 

“That may result in the U.S. 
policy becoming just as 
unacceptableasRussia’scourse 
in the eyes of Georgians,” he 
said in a telephone interview.

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Wednesday’s clashes erupted 
over the detention by police 
of three opposition activists 
accused of hooliganism and 
beating a state television 
reporter. 

After one detainee handed over 
a note to other demonstrators 
saying he and the others were 
beaten by police, scores of 
protesters rushed to Tbilisi’s 
police headquarters, where the 
three were held. 

Opposition supporters said 
dozens were injured and 
hospitalized. Deputy Interior 
Minister Eka Zguladze said 
22 protesters, six police 
officers and a journalist were 
injured, and that none of the 
injuries was life-threatening. 
The clash at the police station 
electrified protesters, and 
thousands flocked to the 
parliament building late at 
night to demand release of the 
detainees. Authorities freed 
them early Thursday, saying 
that the action was partly in 
response to an appeal by the 
patriarch of the Georgian 
Orthodox Church. 

At the protest outside 
parliament hours later, the 
freed young activists appeared 
before the crowd, one with a 
black eye. “They threw me 
to the floor and beat me,” 
said Revaz Revazishvili, who 
opposition leaders said is 15. 
Another said he was hit twice 
in the face. Police say they 
had already been injured when 
they detained. 

Tensions mounted this 


week after a mutiny by a 
tank battalion stationed 
near the capital, which 
authorities said was aimed to 
disrupt a monthlong NATO 
military exercise that began 
Wednesday. At first, Georgian 
authorities alleged that they 
faced a Russian-backed coup 
attempt but later retreated 
from those charges. 
Authorities vowed not to 
interfere with peaceful 
protests, and until Wednesday 
the daily demonstrations 
mostly occurred without 
incident. 

Since the clash, opposition 
leaders have urged supporters 
to avoid violence. At the 
rally outside parliament late 
Thursday, a leader urged 
Saakashvili to hold talks about 
new elections and warned 
protests would go on. 

“These actions will get 
tougher,” Gubaz Sanikidze 
said. “We are not giving up 
our plan, which can have but 
one result — Saakashvili’s 
exit.” 

Czech Ambassador Ivan 
Jestrab, whose country holds 
the rotating European Union 
presidency, criticized the 
opposition, saying that the 
“attack on the police station 
was a criminal act.” 

A violent police crackdown 
on similar protests in 2007 
damaged Saakashvili’s image 
as a champion of democratic 
reform and prompted some 
former allies to join the 
opposition. 
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UN chief alarmed at Hezbollah actions in Egypt

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon is alarmed at the public 
admission by Lebanon’s 
militant Hezbollah group 
that it provided support to 
Gaza-based fighters from 
Egypt and condemns the 
“unwarranted interference” 
in Egypt’s domestic affairs, a 
U.N. envoy said Thursday. 
Terje Roed-Larsen said 
the secretary-general urges 
Hezbollah to “cease any 
militant activities outside of 
Lebanon and complete its 
transformation into a solely 
Lebanese political party.” 
The U.N. chief also reiterates 
his call for Hezbollah and all 
other militias operating in 
Lebanon to be disarmed and 
demobilized as demanded 
by a U.N. Security Council 
resolution adopted in 2004, 
he said. 

Roed-Larsen is Ban’s envoy 
dealing with implementation 
of the 2004 resolution, and 
he discussed Hezbollah’s 
alleged interference in Egypt 
as he presented Ban’s latest 
report on compliance with 
the resolution to the Security 
Council. 

Roed-Larsen said that in 
recent weeks, “there has 
been a growing concern 
that Hezbollah has engaged 
in clandestine and illegal 
militant activities beyond 
Lebanese territory.” 

He cited Egypt’s 
announcement on April 
8 that it had uncovered a 
plot by 49 men linked to 
Hezbollah to destabilize 
the country by carrying 
out “hostile operations” on 
Egyptian institutions and 
Israeli tourists. 

Two days later, Hezbollah’s 


leader, Sheik Hassan 
Nasrallah, rejected the 
accusations but admitted a 
Hezbollah member was in 
Egypt supervising weapons 
shipments to the militia’s 
ally, the militant Palestinian 
group Hamas that controls 
the Gaza Strip. 

Nasrallah said in a televised 
speech on April 29 that 
Hezbollah has no intention 
of setting up a cell in 
Egypt to destabilize that 
predominantly Sunni Muslim 
country. 

Roed-Larsen said Egypt’s 
president and foreign 
minister shared preliminary 
elements of the investigation 
into the Hezbollah cell with 
him during a visit to Cairo on 
April 26. 

In recent correspondence, 
Roed-Larsen said, Egypt 
informed the secretary- 
general that a cell led by 
a Lebanese member of 
Hezbollah was uncovered 
during 2008, and that the 
Hezbollah operative “had 
visited Egypt over several 
years using a real passport 
with a false identity, where 
he recruited members for the 
network.” 

The secretary-general “has 
expressed concern at the 
statements madebyHezbollah 
leaders and condemned such 
unwarranted interference 
in the domestic affairs of a 
member state,” he said. 
“Equally alarming was 
the fact that Hezbollah 
has publicly admitted to 
providing support to Gaza- 
based militants from Egyptian 
territory,” Roed-Larsen said. 
“These activities exceed 
Hezbollah’s stated national 
agenda.” 

U.S. Ambassador Susan Rice 
echoed Ban’s condemnation 
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of Hezbollah for its 
“unwarranted interference” 
in Egypt’s affairs and his call 
for Hezbollah to transform 
itself into a purely political 
party.“Letmebe clear: we see 
no distinction between these 
groups’ so-called political 
and military wings. Nor will 
we engage with them until 
they completely disarm,” 
Rice told the council in closed 
consultations after Roed- 
Larsen’s public statement, 
according to a transcript of 
her remarks released by the 
U.S. Mission to the U.N. 
Rice said the United States 
will continue to support 
“voices of peace and 
moderation” and she called 
for open and fair parliament 
elections in Lebanon on 
June 7 “without the specter 
of violence, the intimidation 
of militias and the pressure 
of outside influence.”

NEW YORK (AP) — All-Star 
outfielder Manny Ramirez 
was suspended for 50 games 
by Major League Baseball on 
Thursday, becoming the latest 
high-profile player ensnared 
in a drug scandal. 

The Los Angeles Dodgers star 
said he did not take steroids 
and was given medication by a 
doctor that contained a banned 
substance. 

A person familiar with the 
details of the suspension said 
Ramirez used HCG, human 
chorionic gonadotropin, 
which is prescribed to 
stimulate female fertility 
and testosterone production 
in men and to treat delayed 
puberty in boys. The person 
spoke to The Associated Press 
on condition of anonymity 
because the banned substance 
wasn’t announced. 

“It’s a shame. My sense is, 
it’s a great embarrassment 
on Major League Baseball,” 
White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said. 

The 36-year-old Dominican 
Republic player apologized to 
the Dodgers and fans for “this 
whole situation.” 


“Recently, I saw a physician 
for a personal health issue. He 
gave me a medication, not a 
steroid, which he thought was 
OK to give me,” Ramirez said 
in a statement issued by the 
players’ union. Unfortunately, 
the medication was banned 
under our drug policy. Under 
the policy that mistake is now 
my responsibility. I have been 
advised not to say anything 
more for now. I do want to 
say one other thing; I’ve taken 
and passed about 15 drug tests 
over the past five seasons.” 
MLB added HCG to its list of 
banned substances last year. 
“It’s not infrequently part 
of the mix of the poly-drug 
approach to doping,” said Dr. 
Gary Wadler, chairman of the 
committee that determines the 
banned-substances list for the 
World Anti-Doping Agency. 
“It typically is used most 
when people are coming off 
a cycle to restore to normal 
biophysiological feedback 
mechanisms.” 

Ramirez’s suspension began 
on Thursday and barring any 
postponements he will be 
able to return to the Dodgers 
— who have the best record 
in MLB — on July 3. Ramirez

will lose about $7.65 million 
of his $25 million salary. 

MLB commissioner Bud 
Selig couldn’t comment on 
the suspension because of 
provisions of the management- 
union drug agreement, 
spokesman Rich Levin said. 
While Barry Bonds, Roger 
Clemens, Alex Rodriguez, 
Jose Canseco and a long list 
of stars have been implicated 
in the use of performance¬ 
enhancing drugs, Ramirez 
is the most prominent to be 
suspended under the drug 
policy players and owners put 
in place seven years ago. 
Ramirez is batting .348 with 
six home runs and 20 RBIs 
through the first 27 games of 
the season. 

His suspension comes a day 
after the Dodgers broke the 
modem MLB record for a 
home winning streak to open 
a season with their 13th 
consecutive victory. 

Losing Ramirez to suspension 
could be a huge blow 
financially for the Dodgers. 
The slugger has been single- 
handedly responsible for 
increasing attendance, 

merchandise sales and interest 
in the team, in addition to 
helping them win the National 
League West division after his 
late season arrival in 2008. 
Los Angeles even renamed 
a section of seats in left 
field at Dodger Stadium 
“Mannywood” in his honor. 
Ramirez’s suspension came 
a day before Rodriguez was 
likely to rejoin the New York 
Yankees. Rodriguez has been 
on the disabled list since 
having hip surgery. 

In Febmary, Rodriguez 
admitted taking steroids while 
playing for Texas from 2001- 
03 and acknowledged testing 
positive under a 2003 survey. 
But testing with penalties 
didn’t begin until 2004, and 
the New York Yankees third 
baseman doesn’t appear likely 
to be suspended. 












































Crane shoots 65 for a 
1-shot lead at Players

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
Fla. - Ben Crane should have 
known what was coming when 
he rolled in a 30-foot birdie 
putt on the first hole of the 
day. He kept right on pouring 
them in until he had a 7-under 
65 and a one-shot lead in The 
Players Championship. 

Crane made four birdie putts 
longer than 20 feet, kept his 
ball on land throughout another 
wild opening round Thursday 
on the TPC Sawgrass and 
wound up atop a leaderboard 
devoid of the biggest stars. 
Tiger Woods couldn’t make a 
putt outside 4 feet. 

Phil Mickelson ran off three 
straight birdies early in his 
round, then couldn’t keep the 
ball in play. 

Defending champion Sergio 
Garcia opened with a 71 and 
already was looking forward 
to going home to Spain. 

Crane couldn’t relate. 

“It’s one of those rounds that 
you just live for when you’re 
a golfer,” he said. “And I had 
one today at one of my favorite 
courses and tournaments of 
all time.” 

He had a one-shot lead over 
John Mallinger, Alex Cejka 
and Richard S. Johnson of 
Sweden, with a large group 
at 67 that included Retief 
Goosen, David Toms, Camilo 
Villegas and Scott Verplank, 
who had two eagles — one of 
them from 150 yards out on 
the 15th fairway, another with 
a putt that seemed about that 
long on the par-5 second. 
Woods opened his round with 
four straight birdie chances 
inside 12 feet and missed 
them all. He wound up with 
a 71, keeping alive his streak 
of never breaking 70 in the 
opening round at this elite 
event. 

Mickelson hit iron off the 
18th tee but it worked out 
beautifully with an approach 
to 5 feet for birdie to salvage 
a 73. 

“Looked like it was going to 
be a great round,” Mickelson 
said. “And then it just kind of 


went away.” 

That can happen on one of the 
most exciting courses in golf, 
where small mistakes can turn 
into big numbers. 

Brian Gay made a small error 
by trying to reach the fourth 
green from the left rough, 
coming up short and into the 
water. He took a drop, dumped 
it in the water again, finally got 
on land and three-putted for a 
quintuple-bogey 9 on his way 
to an 80, one of five players 
who failed to break 80. 

Or take the group of Steve 
Lowery, Daniel Chopra and 
Paul Goydos. They played 
the par-3 17th in a combined 
18 shots, with four balls in the 
water — and Goydos made 
a par. Lowery put two in the 
drink and three-putted for an 
8, while Chopra rinsed two 
and made 7. 

But there were times that 
Sawgrass was forgiving. 
Villegas was cruising along 
at 3 under early in his round 
when he punched a 6-iron from 
under the trees to just short of 
the green, then chipped too 
hard and watched it roll off 
the green and into the water. 
He dropped on the edge of the 
putting surface and holed a 

3 5-foot putt to walk off with 
a par. 

“It’s funny how people talk, 

4 Oh, this golf course is perfect 
for this guy or for that guy,’ 


and trust me,” Villegas said, 
“players don’t think that way. 
We just get a target and swing 
at it. I’ll be out there focusing 
on every target, every swing, 
every shot, and hopefully, 
keep it going.” 

Crane got his day off to a slow 
start. His wife had the car, so 
he rode to the Stadium Course 
on the back of his caddie’s 
moped. Then, he was off to 
the races. He opened with 
consecutive birdies starting 
at No. 10, made the turn in 
33, then ran off five birdies 
in a six-hole stretch along his 
back nine. The hole looked the 
same size, but it seemed like a 
magnet for his ball. 

“How often ... from 30 feet 
do you actually start it there 
and then the read is correct? 
And that happened a number 
of times today,” he said. “You 
just smile. You’re like, 'Yeah, 
this is why I play golf right 
here.’” 

Johnson, who won in 
Milwaukee last year, had 
to battle to be low man in 
his group. He played with 
Verplank and Johnson Wagner, 
and they combined for 17 
birdies, two eagles and were a 
collective 14 under. 

Woods only felt as if he should 
be there on his own, especially 
after missing seven birdie 
putts inside 12 feet.

score I could have shot today,” 
he said.

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Colombia: Ixpnlsan a ex primer ministro do Kosovo

BOGOTA (AP) - La policia 
secreta de Colombia informo 
el jueves la expulsion del ex 
primer ministro de Kosovo, 
Agim Ceku, sobre quien 
pesa una orden de busqueda 
de la Interpol por presuntos 
crimenes de guerra. 

Felipe Munoz, director del 
Departamento Administrativo 
de Seguridad (DAS), la 
policia secreta, informo 
telefonicamente a la AP que 
Ceku fue expulsado a Paris, 
en la noche del miercoles, en 
un avion de Air France y con 
destino Zagrev, capital croata. 
Agrego que la expulsion 
“no tuvo ninguna 
espectacularidad... Se le 
informo que debia ser 
expulsado, se trajo a Bogota y 
se monto en un avion... El se 
pensaba quedar en Colombia 
hasta el fin de semana”. 

“Esto es nada mas que otro 
atentado de desbaratar a 
Kosovo como estado y 
pintarme como un criminal de 
guerra”, dijo Ceku a la AP por 
telefono desde Paris. 

“Fui heroe en la conferencia”, 
aseguro. “La gente hizo fila 
para tomarse fotos conmigo 
y eso fue lo que molesto a 
Serbia”. Ceku vino a Colombia 
para participar en el primer 
Congreso Internacional de 
Desarme, Desmovilizacion 
y Reintegracion, realizado 
entre el 4 y 6 de mayo en el 
puerto de Cartagena, a unos 


650 kilometros al norte de 
Bogota. 

Munoz preciso que Ceku llego 
el 3 de mayo y que en ese 
momento tenia “una peticion 
de informacion” por parte de 
la Interpol, es decir, que si 
ingresaba a Colombia se le 
avisara de ese evento. “Asi lo 
hicimos”, aclaro. 

Agrego que solo hasta el 6 de 


mayo fue expedida la orden 
de expulsion, luego de que 
las autoridades serbias se lo 
solicitaran a la Interpol. El ex 
primer ministro de Kosovo es 
por los presuntos crimenes de 
guerra que habria cometido, 
en 1999, durante su ejercicio 
como ex comandante del 
rebelde Ejercito de Liberacion 
de Kosovo. 


En tanto, el Alto Comisionado 
de Paz de Colombia, Frank 
Pearl, explico que “el aporte 
que hizo esta persona (Ceku) 
fue muy importante” en el 
evento de Cartagena. En 
entrevista con la emisora local 
La W, agrego que a Colombia 
“no le compete (decir) si 
(Ceku) es un criminal de 
guerra o no”. 

Segun Pearl, “el gobiemo 
(colombiano) cumple con las 
autoridades internacionales 



y con los procedimientos 
que hay, y por eso la persona 
fue expulsada del pais para 
facilitar que las autoridades 
competentes en el extranjero 
tomen las medidas que tengan 
que tomar”. 

El Comisionado de Paz preciso 
que “nosotros no invitamos a 
nadie para expulsarlo” porque, 
segun dijo, “la informacion 
que teniamos cuando el fue 
invitado... a Colombia... es 
diferente”.

Control antidroga es clave en negotiation 

Bolivia-EEUU 


LA PAZ (AP) - El control en la lucha 
antidroga sera un tema central que Bolivia 
y Estados Unidos buscaran resolver para 
el restablecimiento pleno de sus relaciones 
diplomaticas tras la crisis derivada de la 
expulsion del embajador estadounidense 
en La Paz hace ocho meses, informo una 
autoridad. 

“Queremos que la lucha antidroga este bajo 
el mando de los bolivianos”, dijo el canciller 
David Choquehuanca a periodistas tras un 
informe ante comisiones legislativas sobre 
la politica exterior boliviana. 

Choquehuanca menciono ademas otros 
asuntos a resolver con Washington: 
“Relaciones de respeto mutuo, no de 
intromision”, que la cooperacion de ese 
pais vaya a fortalecer el Plan Nacional de 
Desarrollo del presidente Evo Morales 


y que la agencia estadounidense para el 
desarrollo internacional (Usaid) coordine 
con el gobierno en lugar de ejecutar “trabajos 
aislados”. 

El pasado fin de semana fue la secretaria 
de Estado estadounidense Hillary Clinton 
quien confirmo que los dos paises iniciaron 
consultas para una probable reposicion de 
embajadores, segun despachos de prensa 
divulgados en Bolivia. 

Anteriormente, Choquehuanca dijo que 
Bolivia espera la reposicion de unas 
preferencias arancelarias que permitian 
exportar con arancel cero textiles y otras 
manufacturas a mercados de Estados Unidos 
las mismas que fueron suspendidas tras la 
expulsion en septiembre del embajador 
Philip Goldberg.
